Consequent upon the directives issued by the 
Government of India under their O. M. No. 4 /41 / 71 
-Estt ( 3 ) dated 19th August 72 , circulated under 
Memorandum No. SPL /RRVS / Misc - 7 / 72 dated 27th 
October 72, the Administrator of Goa , Daman and 
Diu , in exercise of the powers conferred by the pro 
viso to Article 309 of the Constitution read with 
the Government of India , Ministry of External 
Affairs letter No. F.7 ( II)62-Goa dated 25th July 63 
is pleased to amend recruitment rules framed for 
various Engineering posts under the Administration 
of Goa , Daman and Diu in regard to the provisions 
of age limit appearing in column 6 of the schedule 
attached to the rules as follows:

The following clause may be added after the 
existing entry in column 6 of the Recruitment Rules 
for all posts in the Administration of Goa , Daman 
and Diu for which a degree or diploma in Engineering 
is the prescribed basic minimum qualification and 
for which the prescribed upper age limit is less than 
35 years : - 

“ Upper age limit is relaxed by five years 
subject to the maximum upper age limit of 
35 years (relaxable in the case of Government 
servants ) ." 


S. 0.— In exercise of the powers conferred by 
clause ( a ) of sub - section ( S ) of secticn 17 of the 
Employees Provident Funds and Family Pension 
Fund Act, 1952 ( 19 of 1952 ) , and in supersession of 
the notification of the Government of India in the 
Ministry of Labour and Rehabilitation (Department 
of Labour and Employment) No. S. 0. 504E dated 
the 25th July , 1972 , the Central Government hereby 
directs that every employer in relation to an esta 
blishment exempted under clause ( a ) or clause (b ) 
of sub -section ( 1 ) of section 17 of the said Act or in 
relation to an employee or a class of employees 
exempted under paragraph 27 , or as the case may be , 
paragraph 27A of the Employees Provident Funds 
Scheme, 1952 , shall transfer the monthly provident 
fund contributions within fifteen days of the close 
of the month to the Board of Trustees , duly cons 
tituted in respect of that establishment and that 
the said Board of Trustees shall invest every month , 
within a period of two weeks from the date of receipt 
of the said amounts from the employer , the provident 
fund accumulations, that is to say , the contributions, 
interest and sundry receipts as reduced by any obli 
gatory outgoings, in accordance with the following 
pattern , namely : — 

( i) Central Government securities 45 % 
( ii) State Government Securities 

and State or Central Govern 

ment guaranteed securities 25 % 
( iii) Post Office Time Deposits and 
Small Savings 

30 %

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2. All re -investment of provident fund accumula 
tions (whether invested in securities created and is 
sued by the Central Government or in savings certi 
ficates issued by the Central Government or in secu 
rities created and issued by a State Government) 
shall also be made according to the pattern mentioned 
in paragraph 1 above . 


1948 ( 34 of 1948 ) , the Central Government, having 
regard to the location of the factories specified in 
column (4 ) of the Schedule hereto annexed in areas 
specified in column ( 3 ) of the said Schedule in the 
Union Territory of Goa , Daman and Diu in which 
the provisions of Chapters IV and V of the said Act 
are not in force , hereby exempts the said factories 
from the payment of employer s special contribution 
leviable under Chapter VA of the said Act for a 
period of one year from the date of publication of 
this notification in the Official Gazette or until the 
enforcement of provisions of Chapter V of the said 
Act in those areas , whichever is earlier . 


3. The Board of Trustees shall formulate proper 
procedure for prompt investment or re -investment of 
accumulations in accordance with the aforesaid 
directions and shall have it approved by the Regional 
Provident Fund Commissioner concerned .
